Dr.  John  C.  Johnson  Jr.,  Kan¬ 
sas  State  College,  Pittsburgh, 
was  the  guest  speaker  at  the 
installation  banquet  of  Iota 
Beta  chapter  of  toe  biological 
honorary  society.  Beta  Beta 
Beta. 

Doctor  Johnson,  vice-pres¬ 
ident  of  the  North  Central  Re¬ 
gion  of  Beta  Beta  Beta,  spoke 
on  ecology  as  an  emergent  sci¬ 
ence.  He  staled  that  ecology  is 
little  known  by  the  average 
person  but  that  it  is  important 
and  that  organisms  and  their 
environments  need  to  be  stud¬ 
ied.  Because  of  new  methods 
and  instruments,  this  branch  of 


botany  is  beginning  lo  stand 
out. 

Due  to  the  emphasis  on  the 
pollution  of  air,  land,  and  wa¬ 
ter,  ecology  has  been  forced  lo 
arise  to  correct  the  pollution 
problems,  the  speaker  said. 
Ecologists  don’t  have  all  the 
perfect  answers  but  they  have 
come  far  in  solving  problems 
of  man  and  his  environment, 
he  added. 

Dr.  Johnson  also  spoke  at  a 
general  meeting  with  the  in¬ 
stalling  officers  Friday  after¬ 
noon.  Also  present  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  were  members  of  the  Pitts¬ 
burgh  chapter  and  the  Mary¬ 
ville  chapter.

Business  Fraternity  Elects  Officers, 
Plans  Spring  Field  Trip  to  Omaha 


.  The  Division  of  Business  at  Northwest  Missouri  Stale 
College  assumes  multiple  responsibilities  lo  the  students 
and  communities  it  serves. 

First,  it  provides  for  a  basic  understanding  of  modern 
businebs  and  its  techniques.  Tliis  pi-ovidcs  invaluable  train¬ 
ing  for  all  cniollecs  I’egardlcss  of  final  choice  of  vocation. 
Second,  if  a  student  decides  on  a  career  in  business,  it 
provides  specialization  lo  make  this  possible. 

More  than  500  of  the  ciirrciii  MSC  sliidcnls  have 
chosen  the  field  of  business  as  their  major,  spceiali/iiig 
ill  aecoimtiiig,  finance  and  insurance,  management, 
marketing,  or  secretarial  procedures.  In  10(!6,  the  Divi¬ 
sion  will  gruduutc  approximately  140  men  and  wWmcii. 

The  13-member  Division  staff  is  headed  by  Dr.  Elwyn 
K.  DeVore.  Tlie  staff  will  be  increased  to  16  during  the 
coming  fall  semester.  Most  of  the  faculty  have  had  busi¬ 
ness  experience  and  are  working  toward  doctoral  degrees. 

Each  of  the  faculty  seeks  to  guide  students  in  meeting 
their  core  courses,  lo  advise  them  on  major  and  minor 
plans,  and  to  prepare  those  students  who  will  continue  in 
graduate  work  to  do  so  successfully. 

Two  new  courses  were  added  to  the  Division  this  se¬ 
mester.  These  are  Supreme  Couil  Decisions,  taught  by  Dur- 
wood  Dyke,  who  is  an  experienced  attorney,  and  Collection 
the  interpretation  of  Statistical  Data,  taught  by  Mrs.  Mary 
Jane  Sunkel. 

To  aid  business  students  in  their  work,  a  new  study 
area  has  been  opened  in  Iloom  211,  Coldcn  Hall.  This 
room  is  equipped  with  calculators,  adding  machines, 
typewriters,  and  current  issues  of  business  periodicals 
and  reports. 

Each  year  the  Division  of  Business  conducts  a  business 
lecture  series  at  whicli  well-known  capable  si>eakers  from 
industry  present  tlieir  views  on  cun'enl  problems  in  busi¬ 
ness.  In  addition,  eacli  business  major  is  required  to  attend 
a  business  seminar  at  which  several  topics  are  discussed 
by  different  faculty  members  at  each  session.  Following 
these  lectures,  the  students  are  given  a  WTitten  examina¬ 
tion  over  tlie  material.  A  student  mu.st  pass  this  examina¬ 
tion  before  becoming  eligible  for  graduation. 

Two  business  organizations  tliat  are  active  on  campus  are 
Pi  Beta  Alplia,  a  professional  fraternity  for  men,  and  Pi 
Omega  Pi,  an  honorary  organization  for  future  business 
teachers.  Many  guest  lecturers  from  business  and  indus¬ 
try  speak  to  the  members  of  Pi  Beta  Alpha.  The  informa¬ 
tion  gained  from  these  guest  speakers  is  furtlier  enhanced 
by  the  annual  field  trip  in  wheih  the  members  visit  well- 
known  fii'ins,  usually  located  in  Kansas  City,  Omaha,  or 
Des  Moines. 

Business  majors  receive  one  of  three  degrees;  a  Bache¬ 
lor  of  Arts,  a  Bachelor  of  Science,  or  a  Bachelor  of  Sci¬ 
ence  in  Education.  Those  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Education,  in  addition  to  their  training  in  their  special¬ 
ized  business  area,  are  also  qualified  lo  teacli  in  the  public 
schools.

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President  Johnson's  Proposal 

To  Change  Student  Loans 
Hits  Snag  in  Congress 

One  fiicet  of  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson’s  budget  mes¬ 
sage  to  fongress  may  have  a  primary  effect  on  some  students 
on  the  iMSC  campus  as  well  as  on  other  campuses  throughout 
the  country. 

President  Jolinson  has  proiwsed  to  .shift  the  National  De¬ 
fense  Student  Loan  program  to  a  subsidized  loan  plan  included 
in  tlie  1!X)5  Higher  Education  Act.  Under  this  plan  the  federal 
government  would  allow  the  payment  of  six  percent  interest 
ivliile  die  .student  affected  is  enrolled  in  college  and  one-half 
of  the  interest  on  tire  loan  during  the  repayment  period. 

Last  week,  howeA'cr,  n  House  education  subcommittee  re¬ 
jected  the  administration’s  plan  for  abolishing  a  federal 
proifruin  of  loans  to  college  students.  The  subcommittee  un- 
unimuusly  declared  they  will  demand  that  the  White  House 
seek  the  190  million  dollars  authorized  earlier  for  the  stu¬ 
dent  loans. 

After  Iranking  community  protested  that  it  cannot  quickly 
pick  u|)  tlie  jrrogi'am,  the  administration  proposed  a  one-year 
e.\tension  of  tlic  National  Defense  Education  Act  program. 
However,  the  federal  contribution  would  be  limited  to  150  mil¬ 
lion  dollars,  and  in  order  to  receive  any  of  that,  colleges  would 
liavc  to  sliow  lliat  tliey  could  not  meet  loan  needs  from  private 
sources 

Tills  is  ilic  proposal  that  tlie  House  subcommittee  rejected 
Iasi  week.  It  acted  shortly  after  heaidng  a  sjiokes'man  for  the 
hankers  testify  that  rising  interest  ..rates  and  a  tight  money 
market  call  for  iiroceeding  slowly  on  an.y  plan  to  destroy  the 
NDKA  loans. 

•  riie  sidieominittcc  is  determined  to  continue  ihe  present 
\I)I',A  student  loan  program  as  it  has  been  in  <he  past 
for  Hie  next  fiscal  year,  according  to  Jlepre.sentative 
Kdilli  (ireen  (l)-Orc.) 

When  discussing  Hie  proposed  change,  W'dliam  Needels,  MSC 
direeiur  oi  .student  loans,  emphasized  that  students  may  have 
(lill'icults  ill  securing  a  bank  loan.  He  asks  students  to  consider 
wlicllicr  or  not  banks  will  be  willing  to  accept  this  extra  burden 
ml  parlicipate  in  such  a  progi’am. 

Mr.  Needels  noted  that  students  who  applied  for  loans  this 
si'iiiesler  under  tlie  United  States  Student  Aid  Funds,  which 
will  lie  covered  by  tlie  guaranteed  loan  program,  frequently 
hud  llieir  reciuests  denied. 

Miiiiv  rural  banks  are  not  participating  in  the  program 
licciiiise  iliey  do  not  have  the  capital  to  do  so,  Mr.  Needels 
piiiiilcd  out.  lie  added  that  if  NDEA  benefits  are  not 
iivailuliie  to  students,  there  is  a  danger  that  students  in 
liiiiiiuiiil  need  all  over  the  country  may  not  be  able  to  com¬ 
plete  llieir  edneation. 

f'urreuilv  nearly  600  MSC  students  are  receiving  loan  money. 
Funds  are  lu ailahle  for  tlie  1966  summer  session,  according  to 
■Mr.  Needc'ls.  Unless  President  Johnson’s  proposal  is  defeated 
hy  ronci'i'ss,  however,  it  is  likely  that  there  will  be  no  NDEA 
loan  nionoy  next  fall.  ^ 

.Siudeuts  slioiild  realize  that'  the  motion  made  by  the  sub- 
cominitue  has  no  binding  effect  on  the  administration;  how¬ 
ever,  ihc  legislative  group  definitely  has  given  a  warning  that 
it  will  oppose  any  attempt  to  force  through  tlie  proposal.  We 
tliiiik  most  MSC  students  will  applaud  this  stand.
